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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The examiner fully considered the applicant's 
argument and amendment filed in the After Final on November 1 1 , 2008 in response to the Final Office Action mailed on September 1 1 , 
2008. The applicant amended claims 1-3, 6 and 28-29 and added new claims 31-33. 

With regard to the applicant's argument for independent claim 1, the applicant argues that "the prior art in record Kaler is not concerned 
with intermediate (intervening) devices in the transmission path (e.g., network routers, as an illustrative example). The security measures in 
Kaler are implemented in the application layer during the transmission (i.e., not at lower level layers involved in transport such as the 
transport layer, the network layer, the data link layer or the physical layer). Transmission path devices, such as network routers, as an 
example, handle data at lower levels, not upper levels such as the application layer. By using the application layer security scheme, 
intermediate (intervening) devices in a transmission path in Kaler would not be handling any secure data in a transmitted packet. Therefore, 
by Kaler's teaching, there is no reason to check security levels at an intermediate (intervening) device." 

The examiner disagrees with the applicant's argument and analysis. During examination, the examiner gave the broadest reasonable 
interpretation to claims in light of the specification. Accordingly the examiner considered "intermediate (intervening) devices in the 
transmission path" as any device not only limited to routers or device that proved lower level layer transport as argued by the applicant; but 
also to gateways, firewalls, proxy server and other devices that provide all transport layers security levels. Therefore, the applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive to overcome the prior arts in record to place independent claim 1 in condition for allowance. Dependent 
claims depending directly or indirectly from claim are also not placed in condition for allowance based on their dependency. Furthermore, 
the amendment to the claims and new claims raise new issues and require further search and considerations. 
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
